“CHANCE” enabled a doctor to 
deliver five members of the same 
family by caesarean section at Ep¬ 
som Hospital, a proud mother of 
four believes. 

Dr Madhab Saha, a specialist in 
obstetrics and gynaecology, has 
helped to deliver about 2,000 babies 
in his 43-year career, but the five 
deliveries of the Anthony family 
from Epsom hold special signifi¬ 
cance for him. 

In 1991, he delivered Georgia An¬ 
thony, followed by her twin siblings 


Courteney and Oliver two years lat¬ 
er, and brother Frederick in 1995. 

And it was “by chance” that he 
delivered his fifth member of the 
Anthony family last December, 
when Georgia’s son Ronnie was 
born. 

All five of the Anthony clan 
were born by caesarean section - 
delivery through a cut made in the 
mother’s stomach or womb. 

Dr Saha entered semi-retire¬ 
ment seven years ago and now only 
works at the hospital in Dorking 
Road once or twice a week - mak¬ 
ing it even more unlikely he would 
play a part in helping Georgia give 
birth to her first child. 

He said: “Being around on that 


day to help Georgia really was by 
chance! I didn’t know I had deliv¬ 
ered five members of her family 
over two generations, something 
which when I think about it is 
quite amazing. I hope I am still 
around at Epsom to deliver another 
member of the Anthony family -1 
feel so connected to them all.” 

Proud mum Ruth said: “I was 
my daughter’s birthing partner 
and I recognised Madhab as he 
was walking around the ward with 
another consultant, and I said to 
him ‘you’re not going to believe 
this you delivered my daughter 
25 years ago.’ He hasn’t changed 
at all; Madhab is such a kind and 
caring man. He wasn’t meant to be 


working that day, he just came in 
by chance saw Georgia and stayed 
to deliver Ronnie. Madhab always 
comes back to you and explains his 
decisions and he popped in to check 
on Georgia and pose for pictures 
with us after Ronnie was born. I’ve 
already said I am going to text him 
to be on standby if Georgia does de¬ 
cide to have another baby!” 

New mother Georgia added: 
“Having Madhab on hand made me 
feel safe and helped the experience 
of giving birth for the first time be 
so much easier. Madhab is an in¬ 
credible doctor with many “amaz¬ 
ing” achievements he should be 
proud of over his 43 years in med¬ 
icine.”

Union says £2m will be lost under the government’s plans

SCHOOLS in Epsom and Ewell 
stand to lose more than £2mil- 
lion under a new funding formu¬ 
la proposed by the government, 
according to analysis by the 
teachers’ union. 

The cuts, worth £2,342,856 in 
Epsom and Ewell an estimated 
£3 billion nationwide, will re¬ 
sult in bigger class sizes, staffing 
cuts and a reduced curriculum, 
according to the National Union 
of Teachers (NUT). 

The government is running 
a consultation on a proposed 
‘Fairer Funding Formula’ until 
March 22, which the Depart¬ 
ment for Education hopes would 
address historic funding gaps 
between different areas of the 
country. 

Chancellor Phillip Hammond 
MP also announced £530 mil¬ 
lion for schools across the coun¬ 
try - including £320 million for 
new free schools - as part of his 
Spring Budget on Wednesday 
(March 8). 

But the NUT said that there 
would still be real cuts of £3 bil¬ 
lion. 

Kevin Courtney, General Sec¬ 
retary of the NUT, the largest

teachers’ union, said: “There is 
widespread acknowledgement, 
including from Conservative 
MPs, that schools are being hit 
by much higher costs, most of 
which are created by the Treas¬ 
ury. 

“School funding per pupil is 
falling at its fastest rate since the 
1970s. Cuts to school and sixth 
form college budgets are already 
resulting in bigger class sizes, 
cuts to staffing and reduced cur¬ 
riculum offers. 

“The government cannot have 
failed to recognise the public 
meetings of parents, teachers, 
head teachers, governors, local 
authorities and MPs that have 


been going on up and down the 
country about the consequences 
of their school funding propos¬ 
als.” 

Former education secretary 
Justine Greening MP wrote in 
the executive summary to the 
consultation: “Parents can have 
assurance that wherever they 
live in the country their children 
will attract funding that reflects 
their needs. 

“Schools and teachers will re¬ 
ceive a consistent and fair share 
of the funding available, so they 
can help every child to reach 
their full potential. 

“Fairer funding will equip all 
schools to play their part in an 
education system that works bet¬ 
ter for everyone.” 

A spokesman from Surrey 
County Council - the local au¬ 
thority responsible for educa¬ 
tion in Epsom and Ewell - con¬ 
firmed the NUT’s figures when 
asked if they were believed to be 
accurate.

Man in motorised wheelchair rescued after getting stuck 


FIREFIGHTERS dived into a 
ditch to rescue a man trapped 
in cold water by his motorised 
wheelchair. 

The man was pinned down in 
the water after falling into the 
ditch in Ashtead Common on 
Sunday (March 5). 

A dog-walker phoned emer¬ 
gency services after finding the 
man near Overdale, Ashtead, at 
about 2.30pm. It is unknown how 
long he was in the ditch. 

Firefighters from Epsom fire 
station arrived and released the 
man from the wheelchair before 
pulling him to safety up a slip¬ 


pery bank. 

A spokesman believed the man 
would have been in the ditch for 
a “long while” and could have 
been at risk of hypothermia if 
he had not been found sooner. 

“Three of us had to jump in 
the ditch and get the wheelchair 
off him and get him out and up 
a slippery bank,” the spokesman 
added. 

“Then we had to stabilise him 
until the ambulance arrived. 

“We couldn’t just leave him 
there.”

Estate agent admits fraud charge 


AN estate agent who tried 
to scam homebuyers out 
of more than £25,000 and 
took pictures of client’s 
bank cards has pleaded 
guilty to fraud. 

Ayodele Oladuti, 29, of 
South Croydon, snapped 
the photographs on his 
phone as he took bank 
statements and other doc¬ 
uments, while working as 
an estate agent in Epsom. 

He would then steal 
their identity. Oladuti 
took out bank accounts 
and contracts in their 
names, before returning 
to their home to steal bank 


cards and a mobile phone. 

Oladuti also bought 
clothes and electrical 
goods online and in stores. 

The total he attempted 
to defraud his 20 victims 
by was £25,298.66. He was 
successful in stealing just 
over £6000. 

Oladuti began this 
spree after he faked refer¬ 
ences and qualifications 
on his CV to gain a job as 
an estate agent in Epsom. 

A client became suspi¬ 
cion when he recorded 
footage of him removing 
a jewellery box from a 
cupboard. He reported the 


incident to the police and 
Oladuti was caught. 

He admitted seven 
counts of fraud at Reigate 
County Court on Monday, 
March 13. He has also 
asked for a further 69 of¬ 
fences to be taken into 
consideration. He has 
been remanded and will 
be sentenced on April 7. 

DC Simon Evans, who 
investigated the case, 
said: “Ayodele Oladuti 
breached the trust placed 
in him by innocent vic¬ 
tims who looked to him to 
help them sell their prop¬ 
erties.

Counting the cost of having a cigarette 


TO those who have never lit a 
cigarette, smoking is perhaps 
the worst habit anyone could 
take up. 

If ‘SMOKING KILLS’ and 
a gruesome image of a ru¬ 
ined pair of lungs printed 
on every packet doesn’t help 
addicts kick the habit, what 
hope do they have? 

We’ve come a long way 
from seeing tobacco giant 
Marlboro advertising their 
fags on sports cars and shops 
selling children cigarette-like 
chocolate treats. 

Shops are now banned 
from having them on display 
and, in an effort to slash the 
‘filthy’ habit, all tabs of all 
brands come in the same 
plain packets. 

That’s not to mention the 
ever-rising cost of the things. 
As of Wednesday, March 8 
cigarettes went up 35p for a 
pack of 20. 

And a new ‘minimum duty’ 
is being introduced by the 
government, which effective¬ 
ly means you won’t be able to 
buy a pack for less than £8.82. 

But as much as the so- 
called ‘cancer sticks’, which 
first landed on our shores 
more than 450 years ago, are 
still prevalent despite all 
these constraints - there’s a 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

The popularity of smoking 
has significantly dwindled in 



portion of smokers in this 
age group was still higher 
than the average adult over 
18. 

Among those aged 18 to 25, 
20.7 per cent smoked ciga¬ 
rettes in 2015, down five per¬ 
centage points since 2010. 

The age group with the 
lowest proportion of smok¬ 
ers was those aged 65 
and above - just 8.8 
per cent of this age 
group were 
smokers.

the last year, and the propor¬ 
tion of smokers to non-smok¬ 
ers is at its lowest since re¬ 
cords began in the 1970s. 

That’s according to data 
that shows 17.2 per cent of 
adults in Britain smoked in 
2015, which also shows the 
highest level of quitters in 
more than four decades. 

Smokers are also consum¬ 
ing on average the lowest 
number of cigarettes since 
records began, the New 
Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) 
figures 
show. 


And researchers found 
that the daily average con¬ 
sumption is 33 per cent lower 
than when it peaked in 1976. 

ONS’s report shows that 
from 2010 to 2015, smoking 
became less common across 
all ages, with the largest de¬ 
crease observed among those 
aged between 18 and 24. 

But the pro¬ 


spite these promising figures, 
the burning issue is still very 
much alive. 

Greenwich has the high¬ 
est rate of smoking during 
pregnancy in the capital - two 
percent less than the national 
average, new figures reveal. 

Some 8.6 per cent of the 
borough’s mums-to-be are 
smokers when they give birth 
to their child, according to va- 
pourlites.com. 

The figure is high for Lon¬ 
don, joint first with Bark¬ 
ing and Dagenham, but falls 
short of the national average 
of 10.6 per cent. 

Some 8.2 per cent of Bex¬ 
ley’s mums-to-be are smokers 


- the third highest rate in the 
capital. 

Croydon has the fifth high¬ 
est rate of smoking mums in 
London, with 7.6 per cent of 
pregnant women in the south 
London borough recorded as 
smokers. 

Tobacco is the single big¬ 
gest cause of premature 
death in England, costing the 
NHS an estimated £2 billion 
every year and another £1.1 
billion in social care, accord¬ 
ing to Public Health England. 

Around seven million 
adults in the country smoke 
and for every death caused by 
smoking there are around 20 
suffering from diseases.

THE first bi-annual forum to up¬ 
date residents on a £200 million 
project to bring a vibrant urban 
quarter, a renovated shopping 
centre, a simplified road sys¬ 
tem and a new riverside park to 
Leatherhead will be held next 
week. 

Mole Valley District Council 
has announced that the first 
Transform Leatherhead Forum 
will take place on Thursday, 
March 23. 

The council’s planning com¬ 
mittee had approved the final 
masterplan for the 10-year 
Transform Leatherhead in July 
after an extensive consultation. 

The project includes plans to 
create a new urban quarter at 
Bull Hill and Red House Gar¬ 
dens, renovate the Swan Cen¬ 
tre and create a riverside park 
near Claire and James House in 
Bridge Street. 

Councillors gave the project 
the green light, but the frame¬ 
work of the plans needs to be 
updated in due course. 

The council is now holding 
bi-annual forums to give resi¬ 
dents an opportunity to hear the 
latest on the project. 

The first forum will include 


an update on the Church Street 
scheme (outside Waitrose), feed¬ 
back on the sustainable trans¬ 
port (cycling and walking) con¬ 
sultation and the parking survey 
that will aid formulation of the 
parking plan and planned en¬ 
hancements to the Swan Centre. 

Councillor Howard Jones, Ex¬ 
ecutive Member for Transform 
Leatherhead said: “We very 
much look forward to welcom¬ 
ing all those who are interested 
to the first Transform Leather¬ 
head Forum.

and it provides a platform for 
residents to ask any questions 
regarding Transform Leather¬ 
head.

Empathy lessons as pupils losing touch’ 




A PROVATE school in Wim¬ 
bledon is offering ‘empathy 
lessons’ to pupils over con¬ 
cerns about the impact of 
modern technology on chil¬ 
dren. 

American professor Dr 
Sara Konrath used the phrase 
‘empathy deficit’ to describe 
the decreasing levels of empa¬ 
thy in young people. 

According to her research, 
empathy levels in young peo¬ 
ple has dropped 40 per cent 
over the last 30 years, coincid¬ 
ing with the increasing avail¬ 
ability of technology to young 
people. 

A survey released by the 
American Psychological As¬ 
sociation (APA) showed that 
about 90 per cent of young 
people (aged between 18 and 
29-years-old) use social me¬ 
dia, but almost half of 18 to 
37-year-olds (48 per cent) wor¬ 
ry about the negative effects 
of social media on their phys¬ 
ical and mental health. 

The head teacher of Kings 
College School, Andrew Halls, 
said he is concerned about re¬ 
ports of a growing empathy 
deficit among young people, 
caused by a lack of face to 
face contact and time spent in 
the real world and an increas¬ 
ing amount of time spent in 
a world inhabited by virtual 
reality 

Mr Halls said: “We have to

establish what is important. 
Not just clothes and virtual 
spaces and what people think 
of you on Facebook, but basic 
human fundamental values. 

“Artificial intelligence is 
talked about more than any¬ 
thing else in business: what 
jobs can be done by comput¬ 
ers, or done by robots. But, 
more than ever, it’s important 
to talk about what is real and 
important in human beings. 

“It would be a great irony if 
we became so addicted to our 


phones and computers that 
we lost touch with reality.” 

Perhaps the most alarming 
case of virtual reality caus¬ 
ing an empathy deficit came 
in 2010, when a South Kore¬ 
an couple were arrested for 
allowing their baby daughter 
to starve to death because 
they became so addicted to a 
computer game that involved 
raising a virtual character of 
a young girl. 

At the time, a South Korean 
police offer told the Yonhap 


news agency that the couple 
had “indulged themselves in 
the online game of raising a 
virtual character so as to es¬ 
cape from reality, which led to 
the death of their baby” 

Mr Halls’ concern about 
the addiction to social media 
and gaming has led to the in¬ 
troduction of ‘Loving Class¬ 
room’ workshops at Kings 
College School. 

The workshops focus on 
teaching children about re¬ 
spect, compassion, listening, 
kindness, gratitude, love, care 
and friendship. 

Although only Year 7 pupils 
take part in the ‘Loving Class¬ 
room’ sessions, Mr Halls said 
he believed that extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities, including 
joining sports teams or music 
classes, were also working to 
help encourage empathy by 
teaching children to spend 
time in the real world, and in¬ 
teracting with real people. 

Mr Halls also rejected 
claims that students at the 
prestigious secondary school, 
with annual fees of over 
£20,000, are in particular need 
of learning about empathy. 

He said: “To me, it’s a little 
frustrating that we can’t talk 
about something abstract 
without it being applied to 
our own school. 

“It’s nothing to do with 
class or wealth. It’s an issue 


for a society that has made in¬ 
credible technological advanc¬ 
es. I don’t want kids to lose the 
love of the countryside, or of 
each other, or of face to face 


contact. 

“In a world of virtual real¬ 
ity and photo-shopping, we 
need to remember the impor¬ 
tance of imperfection.”

New report claims people at the end of their lives left without pain relief 

'Patients suffering due to 
rationing of NHS services’

PATIENTS are suffering due 
to rationing of NHS services, 
a “significant slowdown” in 
funding, and limited access 
to community access and 
hip operations, a new report 
says. 

People at the end of their 
life are being left for hours 
without pain relief due to 
nursing shortages, while oth¬ 
er patients are denied access 
to operations for non-clini- 
cal reasons, the King’s Fund 
said. 

But extra demand for ser¬ 
vices - with the NHS provid¬ 
ing 5,000 more operations 
every day compared to 2010 
- were also adding pressure 
on the NHS, a government 
spokesman said. 

The health think tank 
looked at four areas where 
rationing has affected patient 
care - sexual health services, 
district nursing, planned hip 
operations and neonatal care. 
It said in some areas there is

“clear evidence that access to 
and quality of patient care 
has suffered”. 

District nurses support the 
care of people at home, in¬ 
cluding those who are house¬ 
bound, suffering a long-term 
illness or who are at the end 
of their life. 

But their numbers fell by 
almost half between 2000 
and 2014, and by a further 
15% between 2014 and 2016 
for full-time posts. Some re¬ 
gions have one in five posts 
unfilled, the study found. 

The report found services 
in this area are under “sig¬ 
nificant financial pressure”, 
with funding either static or 
reducing, despite rising de¬ 
mand. 

There were also reports 
of staff being rushed and 
stressed, abrupt, task-fo¬ 
cused and having no time to 


speak to patients. The NHS 
relies heavily on the “good¬ 
will” of staff, the report said. 

The King’s Fund also found 
severe cuts to sexual health 
funding, despite increasing 
demand for the services. Neo¬ 
natal services are also under 
pressure. 

The report said there has 
been a “significant slowdown 
in funding growth - between 
2010/11 and 2014/15, health 
spending increased by an av¬ 
erage of 1.2 per cent a year 
in real terms, way below the 
historic annual growth rate 
of 3.7 per cent. 

It added: “The current rate 
of funding growth is not suf¬ 
ficient to cover growing de¬ 
mand.” 

Ruth Robertson, lead au¬ 
thor of the report, said: 
“Longer waiting times for 
hospital treatment and re¬ 
strictions to operations are 
just one small part of the pic¬ 
ture. 

“Our research shows that 
services like district nursing 
and sexual health, where we 
found evidence that access 
and quality are deteriorating 
for some patients, have been 


hardest hit by the financial 
pressures facing the NHS but 
that this is often going un¬ 
seen.” 

A Department of Health 
spokesman responded: “Blan¬ 
ket restrictions on treatment 
are unacceptable, but the 
NHS is now doing 5,000 more 
operations every day com¬ 
pared to 2010, so accusations 
of inappropriate rationing 
are misplaced. 

“We’re investing £10 bil¬ 
lion to fund the NHS’s own 
plan for the future, supported 
by an immediate cash injec¬ 
tion of £2 billion for social 
care and £100 million for 
A&E to help to improve care 
in the community and ease 
the pressure on hospitals.” 

NHS England has written 
to clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) reminding 
them not to use “arbitrary 
cut-offs” for who can and 
cannot access hip and knee 
surgery. 

An NHS England spokes¬ 
man said: “Ultimately these 
are legally decisions for 
CCGs, but informed by best 
evidence and national guid¬ 
ance where appropriate.

Action on sexual violence 


WE have come a long way since 
International Women’s Day 
was first recognised over a 
century ago. 

Many of the earliest battles, 
including the right of women 
to vote, obtain degrees, own 
property and keep their jobs 
after they married (yes, really) 
are now a given. 

However, stark inequalities 
remain. In England and Wales 


alone, two women are killed 
every week by a current or 
former partner. 

Research shows that half 
of 16-18 year olds wouldn’t 
know where to get support if 
they were affected by domestic 
abuse, and 18 per cent didn’t 
believe slapping counted as 
domestic violence. 

The NSPCC found that one- 
third of girls in relationships 


aged 13 to 17 have experienced 
sexual violence from their 
boyfriends. 

It is right that the Govern¬ 
ment has finally made rela¬ 
tionship and sex education in 
school compulsory, but it is a 
disgrace it has taken them so 
long to act. 

In a world where young men 
and women are bombarded by 
unrealistic representations of 


sex and relationships online 
and in the media, it’s vital all 
can access comprehensive in¬ 
formation which covers issues 
like consent and emotional 
coercion, not just contracep¬ 
tion.

Has Brexit already hit Brits working in Europe? 


When I pick up the newsdesk 
phone I never know quite what 
I’m going to get. 

This week there was a call 
from a guy claiming Brexit has 
forced him out of France and 
given him no option but to return 
to his native south London. 

He says he’s now been forced 
to live on the street with a just a 
backpack and a suitcase to carry 
everything he owns. Not only 
this, but he’s got his two-year-old 
son in a buggy. 

Despite having lived and 
worked in France for nearly five 
years he says French bosses 
are so fed up with the Brits for 
choosing to leave the EU they 
are now refusing to continue to 
employ them. 

He is convinced they feel so 
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slighted they are determined to 
take it out on any Brits they can. 

He also says that as a result of 
finding himself on the employ¬ 
ment scrapheap he was no 
longer entitled to claim benefits 
for his French son and had no 
choice but to return to England. 

He arrived on Christmas Eve 
and spent the end of last year, as 
well as the start of 2017, sleeping 
on the floor at family and friends 
but says they can’t put upon 
them any longer. 

He’s disgusted his local 


council has refused to step in 
and claims he isn’t entitled to any 
benefits - he, on the other hand, 
feels they have a duty to help. 

The council has said it is bound 
by national legislation and he is 
not entitled to make a claim until 
he has been back in the country 
for three months. 

This is the first time I’ve come 
across anyone saying Brexit has 
forced them to move back to this 
country - I wonder how many 
others will be forced to follow 
suit? 

From people I speak to I get 
the impression we’re desperate 
to retain the ‘European’ work¬ 
force we have now attracted to 
this country, not least because 
we’re not sure how we’ll manage 
without them. 


Of course, it remains to be 
seen what will happen once 
Article 50 is triggered, but I 
suspect there will be a good bit 
more workforce shuffling as a 
result and I’m certainly not sure 
we’ll get the best end of the 
realignment. 

If it is true employers across 
the Channel are already turning 
their backs on British workers 
because of Brexit, even before 
we’ve actually left, then the 
outlook isn’t good.

County council leader could face a no confidence motion 

Demands for leader to 
resign following 'dear

THE opposition has called for 
the leader of Surrey County 
Council to quit after telling other 
Conservatives he had secured a 
gentleman’s agreement with the 
government to avoid an embar¬ 
rassing 15 per cent tax hike. 

Surrey’s Liberal Democrat 
leader Councillor Hazel Watson 
urged David Hodge to resign or 
face a motion of no confidence at 
a council meeting on March 21. 

Councillor Hodge’s Conserv¬ 
ative group said he would not 
stand down, dismissed the motion 
as “fatuous”, and re-elected him 
as leader as its annual general 
meeting on March 10. 

Councillor Hodge insists a ‘gen¬ 
tleman’s agreement’ was struck 
with the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government 
(DCLG), while the government re¬ 
affirmed that no such ‘sweetheart 
deal’ was made. 

Cllr Watson has questioned the 
leader’s judgement after he and 
his Cabinet unanimously voted 
for a 15 per cent council tax rise 
to plug a £31 million gap in so¬

cial care funding, before scrap¬ 
ping plans for the referendum 
required to push through the in¬ 
crease. 

She added: “This is not a deci¬ 
sion I take lightly but we cannot 
go on like this, with a leader of 
the Council whose credibility is 
being undermined every day by 
new revelations, leaked emails, 
text messages and secret record¬ 
ings. This has become a hugely 
time-consuming distraction for 
the county council from what 
it should be concentrating on, 
which is to serve the residents of 
Surrey. 

I believe that the leader of the 
council should go now because 
we need an end to the revelations, 


speculations and leaks so that the 
county council can focus on pro¬ 
viding services for residents. 

“This situation has caused em¬ 
barrassment for the county coun¬ 
cil and I am very clear that we 
cannot go on like this. We need 
a fresh start with a new leader of 
the council who will approach the 
running of the council in an open 
and transparent way, focussing 
on serving Surrey residents.” 

The county council’s Conserv¬ 
ative Group stated: “SCO’s Con¬ 
servative Group has total con¬ 
fidence in Leader David Hodge 
and therefore this motion will be 
soundly defeated at Full council. 

“At our Group AGM taking 
place tomorrow, David will yet 
again stand unopposed for the 
position of Leader.

such efforts - until now! And what has made the 
difference? 

"When producer Adam Spiegel introduced me 
to Jodie Prenger I knew in an instant that here 
was a formidable actress, one who possessed 
the grit and the warmth, the drive and the 
vulnerability, the energy and the heart to make 
Shirley Valentine really live again. How could any 
playwright resist that or deny the whole of the UK 
the chance to see Jodie bring Shirley to life?" 

Jodie is perhaps best known for winning the 
role of Nancy in the West End production of 
Oliver! through the BBC television series I'd Do 
Anything. Most recently Jodie toured the UK in 
the classic musical Tell Me On A Sunday.

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it's not Baroque, don't fix it. Those 
immortal words, uttered in jest by Cog- 
sworth the talking clock in the 1991 an¬ 
imated Beauty And The Beast during a 
guided tour of his master's castle, are 
largely heeded by director Bill Condon for 
this ravishing live action remake, writes 
Damon Smith. 

The charm, sweetness, heart-tugging 
romance, infectious songs and rumbus¬ 
tious humour of the original - Disney's 
finest hand-drawn animation - have been 
lovingly polished by screenwriters Ste¬ 
phen Chbosky and Evan Spiliotopoulos. 

Verses of the Oscar-winning songbook 
composed by Alan Menken with lyrics by 
Howard Ashman have been nipped and 
tucked, then heightened with lush or¬ 
chestration. Three sparkling new ballads, 
courtesy of Menken and lyricist Tim Rice, 
sit handsomely in this exalted musical 
company including a soaring lament of 
longing for the Beast entitled Evermore 
that swoons, "I let her steal into my mel¬ 
ancholy heart/lt's more than I can bear." 

Strong-willed bookworm Belle (Emma 
Watson) continues to rebuff the amo¬ 
rous advances of preening Gaston (Luke 
Evans), who wonders how he'll know 
when he is in love. 

"You'll feel nauseous!" retorts manser¬ 
vant Le Fou (Josh Gad). 

Before Gaston can find out, Belle 
trades places with her inventor father 
Maurice (Kevin Kline) as eternal prisoner 
of an accursed Beast (Dan Stevens) in his 


crumbling stronghold. 

The gloom of incarceration is lifted by 
the kindness of enchanted servants includ¬ 
ing tightly wound clock Cogsworth (Sir Ian 
McKellen), flirtatious candlestick Lumiere 
(Ewan McGregor), and clinking teapot 
Mrs Potts (Emma Thompson) and her 
teacup son, Chip (Nathan Mack). 

As petals of an enchanted rose fall, 
Belle glimpses beneath the fur of her 
tormented host and acknowledges that 
"there may be something there that 
wasn't there before". 

Distinguished by stunning produc¬ 
tion design, this Beauty And The Beast 
doesn't quite scale the dizzy heights of 
its animated predecessor, but comes de¬ 
lightfully close. 

Watson is a spirited heroine and is 
blessed with a sweet singing voice, and 
Stevens teases out the humanity of his 
fallen prince. 

Both cede the limelight to the twin 
comic tornadoes of Evans and Gad, who 
elevate their homoerotic bromance and 
bring the tavern down with the lyrically 
wicked sing-along Gaston. 

Lumiere's eye-popping Busby Berke- 
ley-esque Be Our Guest is still a showstop- 
per, augmented with shimmering digital 
effects, and the title song performed by 
Thompson brings a lump to the throat. 

Not once but twice upon a time, 
Condon's film promises and delivers a 
deliriously happy every after.

Buying or selling a home 
normally takes two to three 
months. The process can 
take longer if you're part of a 
chain of buyers and sellers. 

Emma Meakin, NAEA 
member said: "The market 
is competitive and sellers 
need be aware of what else is 
available for their buyers to 
look at. 

"The correct asking price 
is key to attracting good 
quality buyers. Buyers need 
to be able to offer flexibility 
with their moving timelines 
as we are experiencing 
longer chains form." 

There are several steps 
you'll need to follow: 

1. Sellers must provide an Energy 
Performance Certificate for the 
property. 

2. If a seller is using an estate 
agent, potential buyers must make 
any offers through the agent. 

3. Once a buyer's offer has been 
accepted, the seller's responsible 
for drawing up a legal contract to 
transfer ownership. 

4. An offer isn't legally binding 
until contracts are exchanged. 

5. Depending on the amount 
given for property, the buyer may 
have to pay Stamp Duty Land Tax. 

ENERGY PERFORMANCE 
CERTIFICATES: Energy 
Performance Certificates (EPCs) are 


needed whenever a property is: 

-Built -Sold -Rented 

You must order an EPC for 
potential buyers and tenants before 
you market your property to sell 
or rent. 

An EPC gives a property an 
energy efficiency rating from A 
(most efficient) to G (least efficient) 
and is valid for 10 years. 

ESTATE AGENTS: You must 
sign a legally binding contract with 
an estate agent if you use one to 
sell your home. 

You must stick to the terms of the 
contract or you could be taken to 
court. Estate agents must also treat 
buyers fairly. They must show any 
offers promptly and in writing to the 
person selling the house. 

COMPLAIN ABOUT AN 
ESTATE AGENT: You must 
complain to the estate agent first 
and give them a fair chance to sort 
out your complaint. If they don't, 
you can complain to one of the 
following schemes: 

-The Property Ombudsman 

-The Ombudsman Service 

- Property Redress Scheme 

Ask the estate agent which 
scheme they belong to. 

OFFERS: A buyer must make an 
offer through the estate agent if a 
home is sold through one. 

A buyer can make their offer 
directly to the seller for a private 
sale. Buyers can make offers 
verbally (over the phone or in 


person) or in writing. 

An offer isn't legally binding in 
England and Wales until contracts 
are exchanged. 

If a buyer makes an offer 
'subject to contract', this means 
the price can still be negotiated (eg 
if a survey finds a problem with the 
property). 

TRANSFERRING 
OWNERSHIP 
(CONVEYANCING): Once 


the offer is accepted the seller is 
responsible for drawing up a legal 
contract to transfer ownership. 

If the seller has hired a solicitor 
or conveyancer, they will: 

- Draft the initial contract. 

- Answer questions from the 
buyer's solicitor or conveyancer 
(with the seller's help). 

- Negotiate the details of the 
contract if necessary. 

EXCHANGING CONTRACTS: 


When the buyer and seller are 
happy with the contract, both sides 
sign final copies and send them to 
each other. 

The agreement to sell and buy is 
legally binding once this happens. 
Usually neither party can pull out 
without paying compensation. 

COMPLETION: Once you 
exchange contracts and deal with 
any remaining checks the buyer 
has asked for: 


1. The money is transferred from 
the buyer to the seller. 

2. The legal documents needed 
to transfer ownership are handed 
over to the buyer. 

3. The seller moves out and 
leaves the property in the state 
agreed in the contract. 

4. The seller hands over the keys 
to the buyer. 

5. The property now belongs to 
the buyer.

ON THE ROAD: 

JAGUAR F-PACE 


BACKGROUND: If there's one type 
of car that epitomises this period in 
motoring history, it's the SUV. So many 
buyers desire them and Jaguar has 
long wanted a slice of this action. As 
a result, in 2016, the British company 
finally brought us the F-PACE, its first 
ever model of this kind, complete with 
high-riding driving position, four-wheel 
drive and some decent off-road ability. 

Given the Jaguar Land Rover 
company background, this could have 
been little more than a re-badged 
Range Rover Sport beneath the skin. 

In the event, it turned out to be very 
much its own car, with underpinnings 
owing far more to Jaguar's XE and XF 
saloons. The only issue at launch was 
a slightly restricted range of engines, 
someting that's been put right within 
this improved model range. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: These 
days, the 2.0-litre diesel unit that 
almost all buyers want is available in 
an efficient 163PS 'E-Performance' 
guise, as well as in the 180PS form that 
most customers choose. As before, an 
AWD system is optional further down 
the range. Go for the pokier 180PS 


unit and there's the option of auto 
transmission with either AWD or rear 
wheel drive if you want it. The 2.0-litre 
Ingenium diesel can also be ordered 
in high-output 240PS '25d'-badged 
form, where it can get to 62mph in just 
7.2s. At the top of the diesel line-up, 
the AWD 3.0 litre V6 turbodiesel 
variant continues on with 300PS, which 
allows it to reach 62mph in a brisk 
6.2 seconds. There's also a volume 
petrol version, the 250PS 2.0-litre four 
cylinder AWD petrol model which gets 
to 62mph in 6.8s. If you want to go 
faster, there's always the supercharged 
3.0-litre petrol unit that's also found 
in the F-TYPE. 0-62mph takes just 5.5 
seconds while it's limited to 155mph. 

The smaller diesel is the only 
engine that can be had with a manual 
transmission - a six-speed unit The 
V6s are only available with the auto. 
Suspension is the same as you'd find on 
the XE and XF saloons, meaning double 
wishbones up front and Jaguar's 
'Integral Link' independent setup at 
the rear. Extensive use of aluminium 
reduces unsprung weight improving 
both ride quality and handling too, both

things Jaguar are renowned for. 
DESIGN: It isn't just the suspension 
that's shared with the XE and XF 
saloons; there's also a version of 
Jaguar's 'Lightweight Aluminium 
Architecture' that's scalable to a 
variety of sizes. This, along with a 
composite tailgate and selective use 
of magnesium, allows for a weight of 
under 1700kgsforthe entry-level rear 


wheel drive F-PACE. To put that into 
perspective, it's nearly 100kg less than 
a similar BMW X3 that has 30 fewer 
horsepower. Not only is this Jaguar 
light, it also has a perfect fifty/fifty 
weight distribution to help handing too. 

Style wise, the F-PACE stays 
surprisingly close to 2013's C-X17 
prototype, including plenty of 
F-TYPE-inspired touches. There are 


some differences but you can even 
get 22" wheels for the full concept 
car look. Incidentally these are not 
only an inch larger than competitor's 
wheels but they are better protected 
against curb damage too thanks 
to chunky sidewalls for the tyres. 

You may sit higher than any other 
Jaguar but it still feels more sports car 
than SUV and there's no seven-seat 


option either. At least there are plenty 
of premium interior touches including 
real metal and proper wooden veneers. 
While All Surface Progress Control is an 
option, don't mistake this for a proper 
off-roader. Jaguar have cleverly distanced 
themselves from Land Rover. 

MARKET AND MODEL: There 
are four key models within the F-PACE 
range, 'Prestige', 'R-Sport', 'Portfolio' 
and 'S'. 'Prestige' may be the starting 
point at around £35,000 but you still 
get heated leather seats, a powered 
tailgate, parking sensors at both ends, 

18" alloys, a Bluetooth infotainment 
system with sat-nav and daytime running 
lights. Starting at about £37,500, R-Sport 
adds more aggressive body styling, 19" 
wheels and sports seats, while for around 
£52,000 'S' models get one of the V6s, 
20" wheels, a rearview camera, a 380w 
stereo and even sportier styling. 

Portfolio is the luxury option but can 
be had with the 2.0-litre diesel for just 
shy of £40,000. Over Prestige, it adds a 
panoramic roof, heated front screen and 
headlight washers as well as a leather- 
effect dashboard top. Options include a 
12.3" virtual instrument cluster similar 
to that offered by Audi, an uprated 
infotainment system and four-zone 
climate control. The F-PACE should be 
commended for offering autonomous 
emergency braking as standard on all 
models, along with a lane departure 
warning system and traffic sign 
recognition on top of airbags and all the 
electronic nannies we take for granted 
these days.
